Seed Co rn Sho uld 
Be Tested, Repo rt 


LISBON.

While

s<» ed corn situ ation in Colu mbiana 
cou nty m ay not be as seriou s as in 
some cou nties, yet the situ ation is 
su ch that the farm ers need to care­ 
fu lly test their corn before planting, 
according to a statem ent m ade by 
Cou nty Agent Floyd Lower. 
Reports which have been received 
a t the cou nty extension office from 
tests which have already been made 
in the cou nty indicate th at 40 to 50 
per cent of all seed corn will not 
grow, Lower said 
Heavy losses will 
occu r in poor standards u nless the 
growers are carefu l to m ake germ i­ 
nation tests 
The severe w inter, together with 
the high m oistu re content In most 
corn last fall, Ls responsible for the 
poor germ ination. 
The su pply of 
seed corn is qu ite limited 
A nu m ­ 
ber of persons who have corn for 
sale, which tests have shown will 
grow, have listed tla lr extra corn 
at the cou nty agent's office, and 
others who have extra seed corn 
have been invited to do likewise. 
Persons In need of seed are m aking 
Inqu iry at the extension office a l­ 
most dally, Mr. Lower says.

A packet served as a diner, 
sleeper, smoker, parlor car, bag­ 
gage car, and a U. S. mail coach, 
mail being carried on all packets;

One of the most Interesting, al­

greatest fiasco, was the Sandy and 
Beaver Canal. In December 1827. 
the State of Ohio let contracts for 
the construction of this canal. 
It 
was to exend from Sm ith's Ferry 
on the Ohio river, 40 miles below 
Pittsburgh, west to Boliver. Ohio, 
near Zoar to connect with the Ohio 
and Erie canal which was already 
making gieat progress in handling

was in demand, and the wages 
although about $15 to $20 a month, 
wi re eagerly sought after. A work­ 
ing day extended from sunup to 
sundown. Besides the wages, a cer­ 
tain number of drinks per day, 
commonly known as "jiggers," were 
thrown in 
When labor was scarce, 
; the contractors increased the num­ 
ber of "jiggers” per day rather than 
raise wages. The financial panic of 
1837-38 greatly retarded the work, 
which was suspended for a while. 
The earth near the entrance of 
the canal Is known to be blue clay 
! to a depth of seven feet at least. 
More muck and mire were encoun­ 
tered than in the building of any 
i other canal in Ohio, thus increas­ 
ing the difficulties. At one line the 
water was let out of the canal and 
logs wore embedded in the mud to 
make a better canal bed They were 
placed to resemble the old corduroy 
road or plank road for wagons. This 
artificial bed proved efficient for a 
short time only. 
Air Shafts in Tunnel 
While excavations for the tunnel 
were going on. they were also busy 
making air shafts, at intervals of 
one-third of a mile apart, to venti­ 
late and let the gas out of the tun­ 
nel. 
They also hauled the large 
stones and rocks blasted out of the 
hills by means of oxen that had to 
haul their loads up the sides of 
these comical-shaped shafts. These 
huge piles of stones may still be 
seen in places along U. S. highway 
No. 30. 
Between Hanover, and Bolivar on 
the west, there were 40 locks; and 
between Hanover and Sm iths Ferry 
there were 140 locks, all of the 
finest workmanship. They w'ere built 
of cut stone and many of them are 
still in a state of good preservation. 
The largest lock was near Lisbon, 
on the east side of town. Near G u il­ 
ford there was a reservoir. Nearly 
500 acres of valleys were damned 
up to make this artificial lake at a
